The girl was taken to the station with 
her, but a telephone message was sent 
to the young woman’s mother. Mrs. 
Katherine Zettwoch of 7615 Ivory av- 
enue, and Mrs. Zettwoch called at the 
station and took the child. 

Woman’s Mother Blames Man. 

Mrs. Zettwoch, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, blamed her son-in- 
law for the trouble’ which had befallen 
her daughter. She said Mrs. O’Malley 
would be able to support herself and 
her child but for him, and that she 
understood the embezzlement charge 
grew out of the wife’s efforts to help 
him. 

Mrs. O’Malle¥, who is 2% years old, and 
a tall, slender. blonde, talked freely of 
the case. She is city saleswoman for a 
millinery firm. 

“Yesterday afternoon was the first 
chance I had had in a year to go to a 
place of amusement,’’ she said. ‘I have 
had to work hard ta get enough for my- 
self and the baby. 

“Mr. Poole happened to sit beside me, 
and I spoke to him. He went out soon 
afterward, but I did not imagine he 
would follow me, or that he had any 
charge to make against me. 

“My husband and I separated a year 
ago, chiefly because he was in debt and 
was not able to hold a job or to support 
me and the baby. ‘I took up work as a 
city drummer for the Fritsch Brokerage 
Co., 206 Washington avenue, of which 
Mr. Poole is manager. 

“I was quite successful in the city, 
and the firm decided to send me out 
on the road. So they provided me Nov. 
ll last with a new sample case and $25 
expense money to start on. I went to 
my mother’s and told her I was going 
on the road. She and my sister ob- 
jected to leaving the ‘baby, and they 
sent for my husband. He begged me 
not to go, and suggested that if he 
could take the $25 it would put him on 
his feet. 

Supposed $25 Was Paid Back, 

“I called up Mr. Poole and told him 
I had decided not to go on the road, 
and that I would like to keep the money 
awhile and return it later, and I under- 
stood him to say it woulkd™be all right.

Morrison was about 40 yvears old and 
married. He occupied a conspicuous po- 
sition in the business and political affairs 
of Baltimore and also was prominently 
interested in horse racing. 

He left a note and, while refusing to 
make all of it public, the Coroner said it 
referred to newspaper publicity given to 
his interest-_in the. Havre de Grace race- 
track as one reason-for the death. 

The portion of the note given out said: 

“T am in trouble only to my God. He 
knows whether it is just for the self- 
sacrificing work of years to be set at 
naught by the onslaughts of a yellow 
newspaper against which there is no de- 
fense.”’ 

The death came within a few days of 
accusations made by Gov. Goldsborough 
that Morrison had made misrepresenta- 
tions concerning the Harford County 
racing bill. 

Follewing the Governor’s charges, th2 
grand jury of Harford County began an 
investigation of the facts regarding the 
Havre de Grace racetrack, and it Was 
the intention to summon Morrison along 
with a number of others whose names 
had’ been mentioned in connection with 
the matter. 

Morrison's keen interest in politics had 
led to his selection as chairman of the 
Democratie Advisory Committee for 
Maryland to conduct the campaign for 
Woodrow Wilson.

Wife Held in Jail. 

Mrs. Florey, 21 years old, also a diver, 
is in jail at Edwardsville. She refusea 
to discuss the quarrel further than to 
say she fired in self defense. 

Florey’s mother, Mrs. I. W. Imms, 
925 Tyler street, went to Edwardsville 
after the shooting. Assured that her 
son was in no immediate danger she 
went to the jail and had a long talk 
with her daughter-in-law. Mrs. Florey 
asked the mother to help her obtain 
pond. Attendants at the jail said the 
two women appeared to be friendly, 
even affectionate, when they separ- 
ated. 

After Florey was shot George Bish- 
op of Chicago volunteered to take Filo- 
rey’s place in the 9%-foot dive. He 
made one jump successfully. On the 
second his head grazed the edge of 
the tank, and he was stunned. Attend- 
ants leaped inte the tank and pulled 
Bishop to safety. Beyond a slight 
scalp wound, he was unhurt, although 
he was in danger of drowning. 

Wife Says She Was Struck,

chuckling derisively at the Great God 
Success in a way that seemed little 
short of lese majeste, according to 
present-day ideals. 

Barrie himself is the most discon- 
certing of wizards in penetrating the 
outer husk and getting at the real in- 
side of things, as witness his truly ter- 
rible exposure of the literary tempera- 
ment in “Sentimental Tommie” and 
‘‘Tommie and Grezel,” and he now 
strips material Success so naked that 
one shudders at the consequent revela- 
tion of its swollen body's ugly deform- 
ity. 

ie does this by showing us just why 
a certain Harry Sims, knighted later 
for his money’s sake, became s0 mon- 
strous and repulsive to his first wife, 
because of the psychological dropsy 
which finds its germ in Success, that 
she fled from him in actual- loathing, 
and made herself happily free by earn- 
ing her own livelihood thereafter, feel- 
ing only an infinite pity for the second 
wife who took her place as Sims’ jewel- 
wearer and Success-caparisoned lay-fig- 
ure, so to speak. 

It was a relentless revelation, utterly 
without pity. 

And Ethel Barrymore, too, was relent- 
less and utterly without pity in her 
playing of the role of Kate, the type- 
writer, formerly the first Mrs. Sims, a 
creature of such wholesome soul that 
life was worth living only when she had 
rid herself of Sims and the Success of 
dims.

With all its humor there was a con- 
stant throb of pain in this Barrie play- 
let of Ethel Barrymore’s playing. It 
made one so ashamed of humanity and 
of thé one thing that humanity has al- 
ways desired above al] other things. 

Miss Barrymore was masterfully aid- 
ed, as well, by Mr. Percy Standing, who 
played the role of Sir Harry Sims so 
vitally that it became a sort of breath- 
ing horror-study of the psychical malfor- 
mation possible to chronic prosperity. 
The insight of surgery, indeed, was in 
the work of each of these players, the 
two of them cutting ruthlessly into the 
flesh of Success, the Lord’s anointed, 
and showing how foul is that flesh un- 
der its bloated skin. Then, too, the 
final note of Success-suffering was poig- 
nantly sounded by Suzanne Sheldon as 
Lady Sims, the second wife, doomed to 
a fate from which she hadn’t the pluck 
to escape as had Kate, her predecessor. 
No one who sees “The Twelve-Pound 
Look” may easily forget it or its teach- 
ing. 

A big and brilliant audience saw it 
Monday night and gave Ethel Barry- 
more the friendliest of greetings in her 
vaudeville venture.

NEIGHBORS WHOSE 
$60,000 HE LOST 


J. Philip Hofmann - Sits — With 
Bowed Head When Referee 
Talks of His Affairs. 


J. Philip Hofmann,  butcher-banker, 
met Tuesday the 50 néighbors. whose 
savings, from~ $100 to $6000 in amount, 
had been intrusted to him, and sat with 
bowed head while Referee Coles, in 
whose downtown office the meeting was 
held, told them that little or nothing 
was left of their $60,000. 

To most of the people gathered ir 
the room, the referee’s words meant 
the loss of the greater part of their 
money. To some it meant the loss of 
all they had. Yet, instead of words 
of anger or demonstrations of grief fo: 
themselves, the men and women, almost 
with one accord, began to express the!> 
sympathy for Hofmann. 

Hofmann, who for 28 years conducted 
a meat shop at 2301 Howard street, had 
been in seclusion since he filed his 
barikruptcy petition three weeks ago. 
It hag been supposed that he was tay- 
ing in the country, but he said he had 
been working in an East St. Louis 
packing house, and that he expected 
to take a job in St. Louis which would 
pay him more than the $12 a week which 
he had made on the East’ Side. 

The money intrusted to him. he said, 
had gone in unfortunate real estate in- 
vestments, and in paying the losses of 
‘a friend for whom he acted as surety. 

Mrs. Otto Ottersbach, who had in- 
trusted $1400 to Hofmann, went up to 
him, saying: “I’m so sorry for you.’’ 
Mrs Gronemeyer, another of the .un- 
secured creditors, invited Hofmann to 
come to her home with his family and 
stay until he could get settled in his 
new employment. 

Referee Coles told the creditors that 
his examination had shown that very 
little was left of Hofmann’s assets, and 
that their claims against the butcher 
rrobably would never be met. ‘You 
will have to reconcile yourselves to an 
almost total loss, I fear,’’ he said. 
Hofmann, a small man with gray hair, 
wearing an old black suit and a soft 


collar, made no statement to the cred- 


itors, but spoke to individuals who ‘ex- 
pressed their sympathy.

Nolan Said to Have Passed Bad 
Checks Drawn on St. Louis 
’ Night and Day Bank.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Five minutes 
after Harry E. Nolan, the young mem- 
ber of the diplomatic corps appointed 
to the legation at Panama, walked out 
of the Tombs Court today, freed of the 
charge of abducting Marian McVickar 
Foster, the pretty Scotch lassie from 
Newport News, Detective John Thomp- 
son of Oyster Bay rushed into the court 
with a warrant charging Nolan with 
forgery. | 

Finding that the dapper young man 
from Washington had gone, the Oyster 
Bay detective hurried to the City Cham- 
berlain’s office, hoping to intercept him 
when he went to collect the $1000 bail 
which he put up at the time of his ar- 
rest on the abduction charge. 

The new warrant, issued by Judge 
Franklin of Oyster Bay, charges that 
Nolan passed two worthless checks on 
the Night and Day Bank of St. Louis, 
aggregating $85, which were cashed by 
a saloon keeper in Oyster Bay sev2ral 
weeks ago. The name signed to them is 
“H. C. Dolan.” 

Nolan was accompanied by a young 
woman answering the description of 
Miss Foster when he ts alleg2d to have 
passed the bad checks. 

When Nolan was arraigned on the ab- 
cuction charge before Magistrate Mur- 
chy, Assistant- District Attorney Reyn-

The Death of 0 of Chester Davis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, — 

Unknown to me, until today, a controversy |. 
seems to have arisen between “Citizen” and “Jus- 
tice” with reference to the killing of my son, 
Chester, at the alley on Missouri avenue, near 
Lafayette. Not having seen the letter 6f “Citi- 
zen,’ I am unable to make any comment thereon. 
As for the letter of Justice,” complaining that 
“Citizen” “should first acquaint himself with the 
facts in the case, ete,” I think it is “Justice” 
that should become acquainted with the facts be- 
fore rushing into print. He says the “gentle- 
man” was exonerated by the Coroner’s jury. Here 
are the plain unvarnished facts, as appears from 
the transcript of the Coroner’s testimony: 

The machine could have been stopped in from 
three to six feet. At the impact the “driver’ 
threw both hands into the adr, did not touch the 
steering wheel or put on any brake. Chester 
grabbed the front part of the machine and strug- 
gled to keep his feet for 23 feet, when the fell to 
the street, was run over by the left rear whee) 
and killed and the machine ran 46 feet more and 
stopped because it was clogged. The “driver” 
then put on the brake and a bystander jumped 
into the machine and stopped the engine. If the 
brake had been put on, or any effort to stop had 
been made in the first 23 feet after the impact, we 
would have our boy with us.

BOSS ELECTION LAWS. 

It is\ doubtful if the Republicans would reap 
benefit from the blocking of the Progressive party 
by legal process. 

Political victories are not won by appeal to the 
courts. Legal technicalities are not stepping 
stones to success at the polls. 

ff the Republicans should succeed in keeping 
the Progressive ticket off the ballot by a decision 
of court they would not thereby convert the Re- 
publican Progressives back to Republicanism. 
They would not increase the number ef voters 
who would support the Republican ticket. 

On the contrary, the suppression of the Progres- 
sive ticket on a legal technicality certainly would 
increase the hostility of Progressives to the old 
party. It would probably strengthen the Progres- 
sive movement by the accession of more Republi- 
can voters who would feel impelled to protest 
against narrow legal restrictions on freedom of 
political action and who would resent the effort 
of the Republican party to enforce such restric- 
tions by an appeal to the courts on technical 
grounds. 

Unless the Republicans gain Progressive votes, 
cutting out the Progressive ticket would act as a 
boomerang. The Progressive voters could sup- 
port the Democratic ticket where their votes would 
count twice against the Republican ticket. The 
Republican loss would be added to the Democratic 
column. 

But there is a more important phase of the 
question involved in legal proceedings to keep all 
candidates not nominated by regular. party pri- 
maries off the ballot. It is the question of re- 
stricting political freedom in the interest of or- 
ganized parties. If the supporters of a great po- 
litical movement such as the Progressive party 
represents can be prevented legally from express- 
ing their convictions at the polls our election laws 
are wrong. It would emphasize the fact that elec- 
tion laws have been framed by party bosses for 
the benefit of their party organizations. Both 
Republican and Democratic leaders have framed 
and passed such laws with the deliberate intent 
to keep the contro] of elections in their hands 
and to prevent independent action. Legal ob- 
structions in the way of independent political 
movements and independent candidates are mul- 
tiplied in the laws. 

The public interest demands the largest free- 
dom of political action. Restrictions on the bal- 
lot which prevent independent movements from 
practical expression at the polls, bar independent 
candidates from the ballot and make scratching 
difficult are against public policy. They keep the 
people from giving practical effect to protests 
against corrupt party organizations and bad gov- 
ernment. 

But this is precisely what the bosses want. They 
want to increase and prolong their power and 
hold the peopie in check. The people are forcing 
the adoption of laws providing for primary elec- 
tions to wrest the control of parties from the 
bosses. But they must go beyond that and de- 
mand laws which will destroy the barriers to ef- 
fective political action by independent citizens. 

It is necessary that free opportunity be given 
the people for effective action against corrupt 
party bossism and unfit candidates. A New York 
court has declared the unconstitutionality of elec- 
tion laws which discriminate against new parties. 

The Progressive party was organized as a pro- 
test against boss control of government. If its 
first practical effect is to compel a revision of the 
election laws by an exposure of boss control of 
elections it will perform a signal public service.

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BOSS ELECTION LAWS. 


It is\ doubtful if the Republicans would reap 
benefit from the blocking of the Progressive party 
by legal process. ‘ 

Political victories are not won by appeal to the 
courts. Legal technicalities are not stepping 
stones to success at the polls. 

If the Republicans should succeed in keeping 
the Progressive ticket off the ballot by a decision 
of court they would not thereby convert the Re- 
publican Progressives -back to Republicanism. 
They would not increase the number ef voters 
who would support the Republican ticket. 

On the contrary, the suppression of the Progres- 
sive ticket on a legal technicality certainly would 
increase the hostility of Progressives to the old 
party. It would probably strengthen the Progres- 
sive movement by the accession of more Republi- 
can voters who would feel impelled to protest 
against narrow legal restrictions on freedom of 
political action and who would resent the effort 
of the Republican party to enforce such restric- 
tions by an appeal to the courts on technical 
grounds. 

Unless the Republicans gain Progressive votes, 
cutting out the Progressive ticket would act as a4 
boomerang. The Progressive voters could sup- 
port the Democratic ticket where their votes would 
count twice against the Republican ticket. The 
Republican loss would be added to the Democratic 
column. 

But there is a more important phase of the 
question involved in legal proceedings to keep all 
candidates not nominated by regular. party pri- 
maries off the ballot. It is the question of re- 
stricting political freedom in the interest of or- 
ganized parties. If the supporters of a great po- 
litical movement such as the Progressive party 
represents can be prevented legally from express- 
ing their convictions at the polls our election laws 
are wrong. It would emphasize the fact that elec- 
tion laws have been framed by party bosses for 
the benefit of their party organizations. Both 
Republican and Democratic leaders have framed 
and passed such laws with the deliberate intent 
to keep the contro] of elections in their hands 
and to prevent independent action. Legal ob- 
structions in the way of independent political 
movements and independent candidates are mul- 
tiplied in the laws. 

The public interest demands the largest free- 
dom of political actfon. Restrictions on the bal- 


practical expression at the polls, bar independent 
candidates from the ballot and make scratching 
difficult are against public policy. They keep the 
people from giving practical effect to protests 
against corrupt party organizations and bad gov- 
ernment. 

But this is precisely what the bosses want. They 
want to increase and prolong their power and 
hold the peopie in check. The people are forcing 
the adoption of laws providing for primary elec- 
tions to wrest the control of parties from the 
bosses.

The Death of Chester Davis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, — 

Unknown to me, until today, 
seems to have arisen between “Citizen” and “Jus- 
tice” with reference to the killing of my son, 
Chester, at the alley on Missouri avenue, near 
Lafayette. Not having seen the letter of “Citi- 
zen,’ Iam unable to make any comment thereon. 
As for the letter of Justice,” complaining that 
“Citizen” “should first acquaint himself with the 
facts in the case, ett,” I think it is “Justice” 
that should become acquainted with the facts be- 
fore rushing into print. He says the “gentle- 
man” was exonerated by the Coroner’s jury. Here 
are the plain unvarnished facts, as appears from 
the transcript of the Coroner’s testimony: 

The machine could have been stopped in from 
three to six feet. At the impact the “driver’ 
threw both hands into the aér,; did not touch the 
steering wheel or put on any brake. Chester 
grabbed the front part of the machine and strug- 
gled to keep his feet for 23 feet, when he fell to 
the street, was run over by the left rear wheel 
and killed and the machine ran 46 feet more and 
stopped because it was clogged. The “driver” 
then put on the brake and a bystander jumped 
into the machine and stopped the engine. If the 
brake had been put on, or any effort to stop had 
been made in the first 23 feet after the impact, we 
would have our boy with us.
